the lives bf 33 persons—most believed to be soldiers. 


And, less than 2* hours after the crash, a United States senator 


demanded a nationwide inquiry into railroad safety practices. 


Their investigations center around Ohio's third worst tram 


wreck, which also injured at least 50 persons. 


Investigations were begun by the Pennsylvania Railroad, whose 


streamlined "Spirit of St. Louis" crashed into the troop train at near- 
by West Lafayette, the Ohio Military District, and the National 
Guard.

Bilked By Simple 
Bogus Operations

Additional Information regard- 


ing the operations of the bogus 
check artists who hav« been oper- 
ating in the area in the past sev- 
eral weeks is contained in the fol- 
lowing article from the DuBois 
Couner Express: 


Police of DuBois and half a 


dozen other Pennsylvania towns 
today were on the lookout for a 
pair of smooth individuals who 
have bilked merchants out of 
thousands of dollars by a simple 
bogus check method. At least one 
thousand dollars had been lost by 
DuBois merchants and it is pos- 
sible that the amount will in- 
crease. 


The strangers, gifted with high 


pressure salesmanship are selling 
for face value bogus checks for 
$99.80 drawn on the Beyers Con- 
struction Co., of Warren, in favor 
of George W. Rogers. The checks 
are all alike and have been ten- 
dered in payment for gasoline, 
clothing, meat, or whatever the 
merchant has to sell. 


At "one local store the strangers 


appeared and bought two suite, 
paying for them with cash. Two 
days later they returned, made 
'some more purchases and tendei- 
' ed the phoney check that was ac- 
cepted 
with 
surprisingly 
little 


doubt by the unsuspecting mer- 
chant. At a butcher shop a few 
pounds of cold cuts were bought 
by the pair "on our way to our 
camp," paid for with a bad check 
and the change received without 
question. 


Usually the pair work on Sat- 


urday afternoons, after banks are 
closed, and in _DuBois they are 
known to have cashed five of the 
phoney checks in one afternoon. 
Since the bad checks were report- 
ed to local police, similar reports 
have been received of four checks 
at Meadville, two at Franklin, two 
at Oil City, and it is likely that 
there are others as yet unheard of. 


Police said the pair are profes- 


sionals, using typewritten, safety 
checks, and are getting away with 
their game only because merch- 
ants are not taking the elemen- 
tary precautions to protect them- 
selves.

THOSE ECONOMIC CONTROLS 


In the opinion of James Marlow, Associated Press 


feature writer in Washington, you can't guess—from what 
President Truman said in his Saturday night talk—how far 
this country is going in re-arming or in using economic 
controls. 


Probably he doesn't know himself. If relations with 


Russia get worse, then the government will step up re- 
arming and impose a lot tougher controls than seem to 
be iri sight now. 


But the president didn't have the power to control 


prices and wages until congress passed a bill giving him 
that power. And this was done so recently that he 
didn't sign the bill 'into law until last week. 


And even, now, with that power in hand, the president 


could hardly slap on nationwide price and wage controls 
without causing chaos. You can imagine why. 


There is no government agency in existence—like the 


old OPA—to handle the gigantic problems that would be 
created overnight if Mr. Truman suddenly ordered price 
and wage controls. 


But in his week-end talk he announced he was creat- 


ing a successor to OPA, to be called the Economic Sta- 
bilization Agency (ESA), a brand new government 
agency. 


But even the ESA will have to get a staff together, 


study the whole national field of business and labor, and 
make a million preparations before there can be any wide- 
spread price-wage controls. 
. .-- All that will take time. Therefore, any such wide- 
spread controls seem impossible until the ESA is well 
established, and ready. Of course, in thinking of ESA, 
this" thought comes first to mind: 


If the controls come, will all prices and wages sud- 


denly be controlled at one time or will the president just 
slap the controls on, say, only some one industry whose 
prices get out of line? 


The president himself doesn't seem sure of the answer 


to that one. In his talk, he made it plain he's puzzled 
about what the new law will let him do. 


So far only restriction ordered by the government 


under the new law to keep the country's economic wagon 
rolling down a straight road is on installment buying: 
To make people put up larger down-payments and pay 
up in full in lesb time. 


The idea there is, by making installment buying a little 


tougher, to discourage buying somewhat, particularly in 
fields where goods may be scarcer. It's hoped this will 
put a brake on rising prices. 


As for the other controls, the president's attitude seems 


to be: 


• "It's up to the people whether we have price and wage 


controls. If businessmen get greedy and start jacking up 
prices unnecessarily, or if labor makes unjust demands 
for higher wages and in that way forces up prices, con- 
trols will be needed." 


The presiden1 didn't say anything about rationing. But 


under the new law the government can order rationing on 
anything whenever it gets scarce and people scramble 
for it.- 


FLOOD CONTROL SIDETRACKED 


Any hopes that Warren would receive federal aid for 


flood control work in the river at this point seem to be 
shattered by a dispatch from Washington stating that the 
Army engineer in charge of the Ohio River Division has 
informed representatives from the district that estimated 
benefits derived from the project would not justify the 
expenditure. Considerable stress seems to be laid in the 
report on the differences existing locally pertaining to the 
proposed Kinzua darn first authorized by Congress in 
1936. 


It is interesting to note that the report concludes 


"the proposed Kinzua dam would provide essentially com- 
plete flood protection for the borough against floods ap- 
preciably larger than those of record, and a high degree 
of protection against possible greater floods." 


The attention of those interested is called to a state- 


ment i in the dispatch which says that persons may ex- 
press their views on the report of Col. A. W. Pence up to 
October 20, to the Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors in Washington.

Korean Rebuilding Problems 
Are Washington's New Worry

W7ASHINGTON— (NBA)—Arthur C. Bunce, head of the Marshall 
w' Flan mission in Korea, has returned to Washington for planning 
conferences on future Economic Cooperation Administration aid to 
that war-torn country. The problem of rebuilding the Korean econ- 
omy after the shooting stops is already concerning Washington. 


Dr. Bunce brought with him to Washington the latest first-hand in- 


formation on the condition of the civilian population in the little 
Pusan beachhead now defended by U. S. and South Korean troops. 


It is an area roughly the same size as Delaware—a little over 2000 


square miles. But whereas the 1950 population of Delaware is 316,000, 
the normal population of the Pusan beachhead area is perhaps 3 mil- 
lion, or 10 times as great. 


On top of this 3 million, however, another 3 million refugees have 


piled into the area. Add a minimum of 50,000 U. S. troops for good 
measure. Then bring in say 1000 trucks, tanks, jeeps and other trans- 
port and have them start tearing back and forth on the stcne and 
gravel roads that wind and twist over, around, up and down moun- 
tains that sometimes reach a height of 3000 feet. 


That gives you a rough idea of conditions. 
The most amazing thing about all this confusion, says Dr. Bunce, 


is that so far there has not been one act of sabotage reported. 


In any other country than Korea and with any other people than 


Koreans, the problem of over 6 million people in an area the size of 
the Pusan beachhead would be serious. Most of the refugees have 
doubled up with other families. There are few refugee camps. 


Food requirements are low and so far have been met by borrowing 


food from Army stocks in Japan. Give the average Korean a "hop" 
or handful of rice, a fish and a few vegetables and a little fruit and 
he can get by. 
T^HE day before Dr. Bunce flew back to Washington Ac met with 
•*• the Korean cabinet—then still in Taegu. They discussed the 
problems of food relief, the refugees, inflation and reconstruction. 


All these problems will become more acute as soon as U. S. and 


South Korean troops start pushing back the North Koreans. 
This 


is now a race for the rice harvest in southwestern Korea's farm belt 
If the North Koreans get the crop, it means a bigger food deficit for 
South Korea. 


Assuming that the North Koreans will get or destroy the southern 


rice crop, South Korea will need about $50 million worth of food in 
the coming year. The present plan is to ask the United Nations tc 
meet this requirement. Siam has already offered a big rice shipment 


By having the United Nations take care of the food and relief prob- 


lem, U. S. EGA funds can be conserved for reconstruction, whicfr 
was the original Marshall Plan purpose. Strangely enough, while 
Congress has generously been appropriating billions of dollars foi 
the military effort in Korea, it has economized on rehabilitation foi 
the Korean people. The President's original request for $100 millior 
Marshall Plan funds for this fiscal year in Korea has been cut baci 
to S81 million. 


Present plans arc to have reconstruction work follow closely behinr 


the advancing armies. The housing problem will not be too difficult 
as most Korean houses are mud and straw walls with thatched roof. 


Repair of roads and electric light and power systems will have higl 


priority, so as to get trade moving and the wheels rolling in shops anc 
factories. Most of the electrical equipment will come from Japan, 


Oil refinery, fertilizer, textile mill and other industrial equipmen*
